Irogen bomb, I'm not yet con- 
vinced that it's at all certain we 
can build such a bomb. Of course, 
f it were possible to make the 
lydrogen in all the seas combine 
at once into helium, we probably 
could explode the whole 
earth 


and transform it into a nebula. 


"However, I'm still skeptical. I 


;hink it would take 
a 
warmer 


lady than mother earth to make 
such a horror possible." 


Millikan, at 82, is known as the 


"billion volt sparkplug" of the Cal- 
ifornia Institute of Technology. Al- 
though he 
"retired" as chairman 


of the school's executive council in 
1945, he still maintains a pace that 
would kill many a younger man. 


For instance: only three 
years 


ago he traveled several thousand 
miles by truck on a cosmic ray 
expedition which started in Texas 
and wound up in Canada. His only 
complaint on this trip was that he 
couldn't "get the kids away early

Second 
Man Given * 
Life Sentence 


Kosciuski, Miss., March 22 —(/P) 


— A 38-year-old white man was 
sentenced lo 
life 
imprisonment 


last night in the massacre of three 
Negro children. 


Leon Turner, a former convict, 


was convicted of the murder 
of 


four-year-old 
Ruby Nell 
Harris 


last Jan. 8. The jury of 12 white 
men, eight of them farmers, was 
unable to agree on 'punishment in 
Mississippi law;""f?lwalas*mahdatory 
for Judge J. P. Coleman to sen- 
tence Turner to life imprisonment. 


The state had asked the death 


penalty— rare punishment in Mis- 
sissippi for a white man convic- 
ted of murdering a Negro. 


The jury deliberated almost four 


hours. 


There was no demonstration by 


the audience of about 800 whites 
and Negroes when the verdict was 
read. 


Judge Colema annnounced 
he 


would re-convene court this morn- 
ing. A decision was expected on 
whether Turner would face trial 
on two other murder indictments 
against him. 


These bills accuse him of the 


slaying of two other Negro children 
at the same time that Ruby Nell 
was murdered. They were Mary 
Burnside, 8, and Frankie Thurman, 
12. 


Windol Whitt, 25, was also con- 


victed of the murder of Ruby Nell. 
As in the Turner case, the jury 
was unable to agree on punishment, 
and the court sentenced Whitt to 
life imprisonment. Whitt's counsel 
said they would appeal.

Harris, 27, fath 
er of Ruby Nell and stepfather of 
the other two children, was shot in 
the back and paralyzed. Another 
stepchild, Verline 
Thurman, 14, 


was wounded. Harris' wife, clutch 
ing an infant, fled. 


At Turner's trial, Turner testi- 


fied the three white men went to 
the Harris home to sell some whis 
ky and Harris "tried to grab my 
gun and we started tussling" and 
"the gun went off real fast." 


Poll Spells 
Defeat for

Washington, March 22 —MB — A 


spot poll indicated today that al- 
most half of President Truman's 
own party members in the house 
may vote against his $2,000,000,000 
co-op housing program for middle- 
income families. 


Of over 100 Democrats checked 


by a backer of the proposal, the 
score for and against the bill was 
just 
about even. Several were 


non-committal. 


Republicans probably will line up 


almost solidly against the co-op 
idea, and, unless there is a sudden 
shift 
in 
Democratic opposition 


ranks, it is bound to be defeated. 
The house gop policy committee 
has voted unanimously to oppose 
it. 


President Truman personally in- 


terceded in an effort to head off 
defeat, from his Key West, Fla., 
vacation quarters, he wired Chair- 
man Spence (D-Ky) of the house 
ranking committee urging favor- 
aable house action.

better, and she's

has a future. 


"I have learned to live for each 


day", she says. "It's a wonderful 
thing—a precious thing — that has 
happened to me." 


Mrs. Heart says she gave hun- 


dreds of dollars away. None of the 
money, though, went to 
persons 


who wrote her for financial aid. 


"Those who really need help sel- 


dom ask for It," she says. "They 
arc the one I like to help — the 
people I come in contact with per- 
sonally. I can see their needs, and 
it's wonderful to be able to 
do 


something for them, and to do it 
annonymously if you can." 


The high school girls bought high 


button shoes and put 
them 
on. 


Their mothers bought old lace and 
linen dresses to wear to the square 
dances.

sets. Some sala they were just for 
a souvenir. But others said they 
would wear them—."they give you 
a wonderful figure."
